Insurance Concern’s Vice- 
President Declares the 
Home of Company in 
Delaware and That Books 
Should Be Kept There. 


Judge M. Quillin Monday appointed 
Chase Morsey received for the Amer- 


ican Bankers’ Assurance Co., a $10,000,- 
003 corporation, and also issued a tem- 
porary injunction against Harry M. 
Rubey, A. C. Landon and I. H. Jones 
from acting as officers of the concern. 

The suit was filed by 15 stockholders, 
lepresented by Attorney John S. Leahy 
and owning 13,000 shares of stock for 
which they paid $2 a share. 

The receivership suit, filed in the Cir- 
cuit C®urt, followed minor litigation and 
a series of appeals to the stockholdere 
by John B. Christensen, vice-president 
and counsel of the company, who has 
iusisted that the company’s lawful home 
is in Dover, Del., and by the Missouri 
c{ficers, who have kept the books and 
records in St. J.culs. The removal ef 
the books from over to St. Louls was 
a surpfise to Christensen, and its legal- 
ity is one of the cnief points at issue 
in the suit. 

Led by Christensen. 

Christensen, it is understood, is in 
sympathy with the plaintiffs in the in- 
juneien-euit. One of his recent letters 


“mete eetockhoiders contained the recom- 


mendation of the Insurance Commis- 
sioner of Delaware that a receivership 
be sought for the company. 

Violations of the insurance laws of 
Missouri and Delaware are charged in 
the suit, and it is alleged that the com- 
pony’'s affairs are now in a state where 
ceuntinuance of the business, as now car- 
rfed on by the St. Louis officers would 
reaa further loss of the stockholders’ 
inoney. 

Complaint is also made, in the injunc- 
tion petition of the purchase of a $200,000 
mortgage on land tracts in Washing- 
ton County, Mo., which, it is declared, 
afte not worth $100,000. Another com- 
plaint ie against the disposition made of 
the assets of the defunct Planters Bank, 
woich, it is alleged, will be lost to the 
Cumpany unless the receivership ig or- 
dered. 


Cook’s Name Mentioned. 

Besides the three officers named as 
defendants, frequent mention is made in 
thé petition of Silas Cook, former Mayor 
of East St. Louis, who is alleged to 
have acted with Rubey, Landon and 
Jones in several matters. One of the 
acts charged against all four in 
the petition is the publication of 
the names of former Gov. Lon V. 
Stephens, J. P. Hioton, M. H. Stur- 
tévant, Charles E. Lane and W. E. 
McAuley as directors of the company. 

“These persons,’’ says the petition in 
referring to Stephens and the four oth- 
ers named with him, “are men of finan- 
elal standing, and their names are pub- 
shed without authority or warrant, 
ag none of said parties are in fact stock- 
holders of said defendant company.” 
A. C. Landon, president of the com- 
pany, denied Monday the principal 
charges made in the suit, and said the 
only occasion for the Proceeding was 
Christensen’s fight to keep the com- 
panhy’s offices in Delaware. He de- 
clared that the company had lost its 
State license in Delaware because of 
acts performed by Christensen and his 
associates at meetings in Delaware, 
which Landon characterized as “rump 
' mebtings.”’ 

Makes General Denial. 

Landon denied that the Missouri of- 
ficers of the company had taken the 
part which the petition charges in the 
Washington County land transaction, 
and said he was opposed to the payment 
of a $45,000 claim, mentioned in the pe- 
tition as being made by J. B. Shifflett

MAN WHO KILLED 
GORMAN FOR GIRL 


RELEASED ON BAL 


Knost Says He Hit Salesman Be- 
Caused by Victim Hitting 
Guire in Street. 


‘A blow from the deformed and part- 
ly clenched left hand of Ernest F. W. 
Knost sent John J. Gorman reeling 
against a fire plug and killed him. 
Knost Monday, in a statement made at 
Police Headquarters, stuck to the story 
he told after his arrest Sunday night, 
and said he never met Gorman before 
their fatal encounter at Broadway and 
Chestnut stret, Saturday night. 

He declared that Gorman, who was 
the middle-aged and respected head of 
a. family, invited the blow by offensive 
conduct toward Miss May McGuire, 22 
years old, with whom Knost was keep- 
ing a night appointment at the cor- 


ner. 

Miss McGuire seconds his story, and 
no contradictory testimony has ‘een 
found except the emphatic statemenis 
of Gorman’s family and neighbors that 
he was the last man whom they would 
have believed likely to get into trouble 
in that manner. Gorman, who was a 
familiar figure downtown, was a sales- 
man for the Independent Powder Co, 
and lived with his wife and five chil- 
dren at 7224 North Broadway. 

Knost was released at 11 a. m. Mon- 
day on a $2000 bond signed by Farwell 
Walton, his father’s former partner. The 
Cononer’s inquest was set for Tuesday 
morning. Knost hopes to satisfy the 
Coroner’s jury that Gorman’s fatal in- 
jury, a skull fracture, was caused by his 
fall and not directly by the blow. Knost 
is 29 years old and is not of especially 
| robust appearance. 

He said he struck Gorman a blow of 
only half force, as he had not room to 
draw his arm back, and that the blow 
was with his left hand. That hand is 
deformed from an accident, the middle 
finger being so bent that the fist cannot 
be clenched tightly. 

Served Two Yeara. 

The accused man, generally known as 
Fred -Knost, *s a clerk for the _ St. 
Louis Express Co., of which his fa- 
ther is vice-president. He served 
a two years’ penitentiary sentence for 
luring a young woman, his wife's sister, 
from her home. ,His wife and child left 
him at that time. 

Knost, whose arrest was due to in- 
formation given a policeman by Miss 
McGuire before she knew of Gorman’'s 
death at the city hospital, was com- 
posed Monday, and said he was chiefly 
concerned about Miss McGuire. 

“]T met Miss McGuire by appointment 
at Broadway and Chestnut street and 
was introducing her to two friends when 
Gorman came alung,’’ said Knost to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “He pushed 
his way into our party and seized Miss 
‘Hello, babe,’ he said, 
or, perhaps it was ‘Hello, kid.’ 

“I pushed him aside and told him not 
to be so fresh. 


“Instead of going on about hig busi-— 


ness he again took hold of Miss Mc- 
Guire’s arm and insulted her a second 
time.

After wrecking the outer door, they 
were frightened away by Night Watch- 
man George Risk and got nothing. The 
safe contained $300. 

The robbers may have mistaken it for 
another safe in which was more than 
$4000, according to J. Cc. Jannopoulo, 
principal owner of the garden. 

Used Nitroglyceria. 

Nitroglycerin was the explosive used. 
A hole was bored in the outer dor. 
When the explosive was in place the 
robbers attached a wire to the electric 
battery, and placed the free end of the 
wire in contact with the explosive. 

The wire was found when Risk and Po- 
liceman James. Walsh of University City 
entered the office after the robbers had 
fled, carrying the battery 
away. 

The wrestling mat served the double 
purpose of deacening the sound and pro- 
tecting the robbers from the effects of 
the explosion. It prevented the heavy 
door from being blown across the room. 

Office in Theater. 

The office is in a corner of the vau- 
deville theater almost in the center of 
It is surrounded by wire 
The cages

are open at the top, 

A door at the rear of the theater 
was forced and the robbers gained ac- 
cess to the safe by climbing over one 
of the cages. 

Risk was in the Villa, across the 
road from the office when he heard 
the sound of the muffled explosion. As 
he hurried to the office building he 
heard persons running. away. 

In the office he found a _ broken 
steel drill and a piece of yel- 
low soap, used by safe blowers in 
closing up the aperture containing the 
nitroglycerin with which they cause 


explosions. 
Policeman Walsh had just gone off 


duty and was near the eastern gate 
of the garden on the Suburban tracks 
when he heard the explosion. As hé 
turned back four men left the garden 
through the side gate and walked 
toward him. One said “‘good morning” 
to him. 
All Wore Overcoats, 

Not knowing there had been an at- 
tempt at robbery, Walsh did not try to 
stop the men. He says that all wore 
overcoats, Their collars were turned 

up and their hats pulled down over 
their eyes. They kept their hands in 


their coat pockets.

Had to Use a Rope. 

To enter the cave they had to lower 
themselves 50 feet with a rope. Hob- 
son went first. When his feet touched 
the ground he was startled by a rush 
of air as though a tempest were blow- 
ing. It was the whirring of the bats’ 
wings. 

At the top of his voice Horton called 
to his companions not to descend, but 
the sound of his shouting was drowned 
by the unrush of the bats which were 
hurrying through the passages of the 
cave. 

In an almost solid mass they bore 
down on Hobson's lighted lantern and 
their wings drew blood from his face. 

Battled for 10 Minutes, 

While he was laying about him with 
a stick, Burns and Remick joined him. 
For several minutes they fought 
the bats until they found the entrance 
io a passage. Into this the bats did 
not follow them. 

They explored two passages and found 
an underground room 4 feet square in 
which was a laptern which apparently 
hed been left there many years.

Gieselman says that soon after® the 
marriage Mrs. Gileselman told him that 
she was a medium and that she was 
conversant with black magic. Under 
her influence, he alleges, he became 
helpless and could not even protest when 
she insisted on burning incense in her 
bedroom every night to drive away evil 
spirits.

‘faxwell and General Freight Ageut 
Stimson of the Wabasn promised Bates 
to meet him Tuesday, and go with him 
to the Hoe Co. to aid him in presenting 
the transportation advantages of St. 
Louis. 

The Hoe company received in Mon- 
day’s mail an invitation from the Caron- 
delet Business Men’s Association to send 
a delegation to St. Louis. The National 
Bank of Commerce also sent a request 
that St. Louis be considered. 

The only propositions that are likely 
te be considered, according to Manager 
lioesen, are from the larger cities. Buf- 

alo, Detroit and Chicago are consid- 
€ the real rivals of St. Louis, al- 
though the Board of Trade of Kent, Ok., 
put in a bid for the plant and promised 
to make things interesting if the com- 
pany would send a delegation to con- 
sider its advantages. Numerous small 
cities in New York State, West Virginia, 
Seuth Carolina, Michigan and Wiscon- 
gin have sent letters and telegrams ask- 
ing for the plant. 

100 Years at Present Site. 

The Hoe plant has been on its present 
site for something like 100 years. When 
it started, of course, it covered only a 
small corner of its present area, but as 
the business was added until now the 
main plant covers two solid city blocks, 
from Grand street to Delancy street, 
and from Sheriff street to Columbia 
street. In addition, on Broome street, 
near East River, is a foundry covering 
an entire city block. The latest build- 
ing erected by the company, on De- 
lancy street, running through from 
Sheriff to Columbia street, alone has 
4 acres of floor space. 

Just what the addition of this im- 
mense business to the industrial life of 
St. Louis would mean can readily be ap-., 
preciated when the size of its plant, as 
outlined above, is considered.

GIRLS FROM WORK

Nearly 100 in Factory at Twenty- 
First and Locust, Take to 
Outside Escapes. 


OTHERS USE* STAIRWAYS 
Blaze Starts on Lower Floor, but 


Young Women Are Reas- 
sured by Forelady. 





Five hundred young women employes 
fled from the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co.’s factory’ at Twenty-first and Locust 


streets, Monday afternoon, when fire 
broke out in the basement and first floor 
shipping rooms. 

Most of the girls escaped from the 
building by way of inside staircases, 
but nearly 100 went down fire escapes. 
No one was injured. - 

A pneumatic blowpipe system is used 
to carry cuttings, paper, bits of cloth 
and other refyse from all parts of the 
big factory to the basement. The scraps 
are blown into the tube by fans, and 
at the lower end there is a larger ex- 
haust fan which withdraws the air from 
the tube. 

Workers Above Burning Floor. 

A spark form this exhaust is believed 
byby firemen to have set fire to the 
waste material. The flames back fired 
from the basement and shot out into 
the shipping room on the first floor. All 
of the factory workers were on the six 
floors above. 

The first intimation of danger was 
when smoke ascended the elevator 
shafte and stairways. 

Pecause of their distance from _ the 
street, the girls on the seventh floor 
were most nervous when they learned 
trere was a fire. Miss Sadie (Finnegan, 
their forelady, went among them, tell- 
ing them they could alt get out safely if 
they would remain cool. 

Miss Finnegan opened the doors lead- 
ing to the outer fire escapes and called 
for volunteers to lead the way. 

Maxine Nearing and Fred Troy were 
first to go down the fire escape. Giris 
on the seventh and on lower floors 
soon followed their example. Three 
fainted after reaching the street. 

When the fire broke out there were 
50) girls and 150 men in the building. 

Damage Put at 87000. 

Two alarms were turned in and the 
fire Was quickly extinguished. The dam- 
age to the stock is estimated at $5000 
and te the building $2000.

GAMBLING FOR 
CIRARS IS PUT 
UNDER POLICE BAN 


Chief-Orders Dice and Cards 
Out of Saloons and Tobacco 
Shops. 








Chief of Police Young Monday issued 
an order against the use in saloons and 
cigar shops of poker dice or any kind of 
cards that might be used for purposes 
of raffle. 

Young instructed the police to inform 
saloon keepers and tobacconists that 
they might keep such cards asthey now 
have, until they settle with their cus- 
tomers, but that the installation of new 
ecards was prohibited. 

Various games are played in saloons 
on cards whereby the customer gets 
one or more drinks or cigars according 
to his luck. The games were inaugu- 
rated some months ago, and at first con- 
ducted so that they could not be 
classed as games of chance for the rea- 
son that the one who was playing al- 
ways got something for his money. 
There were then no blanks on the 
cards. 

Recently however Chief Young has 
received complaints that the cards were 
being used for gambling. He had the 
gambling squad investigate and those 
officers reported that games were now 
being played in saloons in which the 
players sometimes drew blanks. 

Some time ago poker dice was played 
in saloons in such fashion that the play- 
er was sure to win something no matter 
what he threw. The gambling squad 
reported to the chief that this is no 
longer so in all saloons and that in 
many places those who play poker dice 
now get nothing when they lose. They 
were notified to quit the game.

TAFT VISITS FARM, 
CONSOLES PUP AND 
DISCUSSES CROPS 


President, in Unannounced Call, 
Finds Reporter-Farmer With 
Only One ‘‘Gallus.”’ 


SIPS MILK ON VERANDA 


Chats With Neighbors Who Call 
and Admires the Spring 
Broilers. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—President 
Taft’s human traits, his interest in the 
common affairs of life and the pleasure 
he derives from meeting and mixing with 
the ‘man on the street” are well known, 
but an occurrence has just come to light 
which emphasizes this delightful side of 
his character. 

One Sunday afternoon recently, it was 
learned today, the President slipped 
away from the humdrum of official af- 
fairs at the White House, visited a 
Washington newspaper reporter's farm 
in Maryland, completely surprising the 
owner, and spent the afternoon sitting 
on the front porch chatting with the 
farmer, his wife and neighbors, drinking 
milk, viewing the cows and crops and 
sympathizing with a yellow pup that 
had lost the use of both hind legs. 

William P. Price, a reporter on a local 
paper, whose work brings him into con- 
tact frequently with the President, is 
the farmer. On this particular Sunday 
afternoon Price’s neighbors on the east 
had dropped in to have a little talk. So 
also had the folks who run the farm 
on the west. All, including Price, were 
seated on the front porch. 

Cow Grazing in Front Yard. 

The reporter-farmer was coatless, his 
shirt unbuttoned at the neck and flung 
open to the breezes. One “gallus’’ was 
where it ought to be and the vther dan- 
gled at his side. Home knit bath slip- 
pers were on his feet. The visiting 
neighbors also were dressed for com- 
fort. The cow had just been tethered 
in the front yard, the yellow dog with 
the paralyzed legs was howling mourn- 
fully, the guinea hens were crying alarm 
at a hawk and two youngsters were 
seated on posts at the entrance munch- 
ing bread and butter with a generous 
coating of brown sugar, when a big 
automobile drew up at the gate. 

In it besides the driver was a tall, 

pleasant looking young man, with a 
military carriage and much heavier fig- 
ure, garbed in a long gray duster, a 
soft gray cap and goggles. The big 
man in the duster climbed out and fol- 
lowed by his companion, started up the 
pathway. 
The barefoot boys on the fence were 
curious, but not interested enough to 
drop the bread and butter and brown 
sugar when the big man patted one 
of them on the leg and wanted to know 
if Price was at home. 

By that time Farmer Price had recog- 
nized his visitors and was advancing to 
meet the President of the United States 
with outstretched hand and dangling 
gallus. Major Archibald Butt was at 
the President’s. side. Mr. Taft an- 
nounced that he had just run out to 
look over the farm and get away from 
official life for awhile. 

Escorted to the porch he was in- 
troduced to Farmer Price’s wife and 
all the neighbors and settling him- 
self to a comfortable armchair, he 
laughed and chatted for hour or more. 
He refused to listen to apologies from 
the Price family over the personal ap- 
pearance of its head and insisted ‘‘Far- 
mer Bill” should continue in farmer 
attire. 

The President noted that corn in 
that section of the country was large 
and strong in stalk, but small and weak 
in ear. Obviously the early wet 
weather had got in its work. The 
beans, however, seemed absolutely free 
from rust and the season also must 
have been favorable to raising young 
turkeys. 

Sympathy for the Dog. 

The President talked about almost 
everything except politics and states- 
manship. He found time between words 
to sip a refreshing glass Or so of ice- 
cold milk. He inspected the Jersey cow 
in the front yard, eulogized the spring 
broilers, looked over the farm when 
he got tired of sitting and finally in- 
quired what in the world mage the yel- 
low dog howl all the time. 

“He hasn’t any hind legs,’ replied 
Farmer Price. The President upon in- 
vestigating for himself found that the 
dog had legs, but they were paralyzed. 
His farmer host tnformed him that he 
had found the dog on the street and 
feeling sorry for it, had taken it home 
to be nursed. 

When the President returned to the 
White House he told severa) of his 
friends he had enjoyed himself im- 
mensely. The most interesting thing 
about the incident though is that it 
toook a week before it became generally 
known in Washington and the details 
came out only through comments’ that 
the President had made to friends. 
There was a time at the White House 
within easy memory when such an ex- 
cursion would have been announced 
long in advance and photographers 
would have received special invitation. 
Mr. Taft was not President then, 
though.

Shifts to Save Man Buried 
Since Sunday Morning.

WOMEN TOILERS 





Carry Food Through Driving 
Rain to Rescuers at Joplin as 
They Dig to Free Victim. 





By Long Distance Telephone to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JOPLIN, Mo., July 31.—Having failed 
in their purpose, after sinking one air 
shaft 85 feet in record time, gangs of 
trainmen are working frantically in 10- 
minute shifts to get another down so 
that an imprisoned miner in a drift be- 
low may get fresh air to breathe. While 
the men are tolling at the drill, women 
are carrying hot coffee and lunches to 
the workers. 

A heavy rain has not dampengg the 
ardor of the rescuers, although they are 
working in clothing saturated with we- 
ter. The women are doing the best they 
can to have ary garments ready for the 
exhausted men when they leave the drill 
fur their periods of rest. 

Whether the entombed miner is still 
alive, nobody knows. He is Joseph 
Clary, 21 years old, son of Thomas 
Clary, a mine operator, and he has 
been buried since 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning. 

He and his brother were in the lower 
drift of the mine, which is 75 feet under- 
ground. They had left another drift, 
25 feet below ground, and fiad been in 
the lower one but.a short time when a 
cave-in of some sort ingulfed the un- 
fortunate man. 

The brother was near the shaft lead- 
ing to the surface when he heard Joseph 
shout ‘‘The ground is giving way.’ He 
looked back and saw his brother’s hat 
lantern waver a moment and fall. He 
is of the opinion that the ground gave 
way beneath the man’s feet. 

He himself succeeded in gaining the 
surface just before the main shaft caved 
it. A few minutes more and he also 
would have been a prisoner below. 

As soon as the alarm was given work 
Was started to get an ai: shaft into the 
lower drift. At 1:20 o'clock in the after- 
mnvon the drill began to work. By 10:30 
o'clock it had gotten down the full 85 
feet, & feet of which was through hard 
rock and the rest through gravel. 

This digging broke all records for 
speed in the mine district. That was 
about all it accomplished, for, in some 
way, the drillers missed the drift in 
whico Clary is imprisoned. 

No time was lost in regrets. The drill 
was quickly moved and another shaft 
has been started. The workers, rein- 
forced by men from all over the mining 
district, are trying to eclipse even the 
record of yesterday’s boring. 

While one gang is working on the air 
shaft, another is sinking a bigger one so 
that rescuers may get down into the 
lower drift to assist Clary out, if‘he is 
alive, and bring up his body if he is 
dead. 

The fact that he shouted before he fell 
is taken to indicate that he saw his dan- 
ger in time to leap to some place in 


safety. -

UP DANCING Al 
SUBURBAN GARDEN 


Three Men Beaten to Uncon- 
sciousness and Then 
Locked Up. 


REVOLVER IS DRAWN 





Clubs Used in Small-Sized Riot 
on Waxed Pavilion 
Floor. 





The dancing at Suburban Garden Sun- 
day night was interrupted by a riot at 
11 o’clock. Befrre quiet could be _ re- 
stored three young men had been beaten 
into unconsciousness by a special of- 
ficer, constable and a Wellston patrol- 
man, all armed with clubs. 

James Murphy, special officer at the 
garden dance hall, helped carry the in- 
jured into the barroom, and then _ re- 
turned to the dance hall. A threatening 
crowd surrounded him and a woman 
shouted: 

“Go back, Murphy, they are going to 
stick you with a knife!’’ 

Murphy pulled out his revolver and 
pointed it at the group of young men 
directly in front of him. They scattered 
and then the others fell back. 

Dance Hall Packed. 

The dance hall was packed when the 
disturbance began, but more than half 
those present fled. Three girls fainted. 
Others shrieked that they waated to 
get away. One woman who had fainted 
was carried by attendants at the hall 
to a street ear. 

Three young men, now under arrest at 
Clayton, are charged with being re- 
sponsible for the disturbance. They are 
Herman Kummer, 3822 Maffitt avenue, 
George Wemer, 2564 Montgomery street, 
and Joseph Murphy, 2600 North Jef- 
ferson avenue. 

Special Officer Murphy says that three 
times he had found them quarreling 
among themselves and that when finally 
he ordered them to leave they left off 
their own quarrel and attacked him. One 
hit him in the face, while another 
grabbed him by the legs aad threw him 
to the floor. 

Was a Hot Fight, 

The three were beating Murphy when 
Patrolman Morrison of Wellston and 
Deputy Constable Schoenhein of St. 
Louis Copnty went to his assistance 
with their clubs. Others in the crowd 
went to the aid of Kumer and his two 
companions. 

The band which had been playing for 
the dancers did not stop, but kept on 
playing louder than ever, the leader 
ar parently believing he might thus l- 
lay the excitement.

He has condensed this into the proposi- 
tion that “the big problem in the country today 
ig the high cost of selling.” As this belongs to 
the great question of better methods of market- 
ing, it is certainly the big problem in Texas, 
in the whole Southwest, in the United States 
and in the world in general. 

“Products” are not wealth at the point of 
vroduction. They become wealth only when they 
reach those who need them. They ought to be 
converted into wealth at prices and through 
practices which make them always ready to 
auswer need. Freeing marketing from restric- 
tions, organizing co-operation to make al] mar- 
kets freer and the movement of all products 
easier and surer—that is now the great problem 
af civilization itself. 

It calls for the systematic co-operation Mr. 
Yoakum advocates. There are two purposes pos- 
sible in all co-operation work for moving busi- 
ness of all kinds. One is that of holding back 
on the market. When Mr. Yoakum points to 
- the United States Steel Corporation as an illus- 
tration of compact organization, that is enough 
to suggest what co-operation may mean if its 
purpose is to control the market permanently 
sc as to hold back on it at will. When the 
“high cost of selling’ is overcome by system, 
it must be system which is not organized to 
contro} the market, but to open and use it for 
al] it is worth.

Charlotte has other claims to 
historic fame. but is prouder of being thoroughly 
modern, even to the extent of having abandoned 
. boards of trade and chambers of commerce as 
obsolete, substituting for them an organization 
known as the Greater Charlotte Club, to which 
every man of any consequence in the city be- 
longs. 

We congratulate Charlotte and its sister cities 
for their enterprise, and suggest to the business 
men of St. Louis that they can learn something 
‘from this cottom metropolis, especially in regard 
to cheap electrical power. There are water pow- 
ers in Missouri which, properly exploited, could 
be made to furnish electric energy for all the 
factories in St. Louis.

We hold no brief for the money magnates. The 
Post-Dispatch and New York World were the first 
newspapers to expose and oppose the menace of 
what is called the money power represented by.. 

We 
have denounced repeatedly the wrongful use of 
that power. | 

Certainly Mr. Morgan will not say that these 
newspapers are defenders of “high finance”; nor 
will the banks whose manipulations of other peo- 
ple’s money they have laid bare; nor the Wall 
Street gamblers whose speculative piracy they 
have condemned. 

But proved financial abuses do not justify 80 
gross an exaggeration as to call 20,000—yes, over 
20,000 State and National—independent banks a 
Money Trust, 

We print elsewhere extracts from Gov. Wilson's 
Harrisburg speech concerning what he is pleased 
to designate “the money monopoly” with com 
ments thereon by the Springfield Republican. 
Both are highly interesting. Gov. Wilson's ut- 
terances have special importance. A thoughtful, 
keenly analytical criticism of his views in a 
newspaper which is a notable example of jour- 
nalistic integrity and ee is worth at- 
tention. 

The charge made by Gov. Wilson with con- 
summate phrasing, brevity and lucidity, but with- 
out regard for the facts, is that “the great monop- 
oly in this country is the money monopoly” and 
that its power is used for personal ends by a few 
men who “chill, check and destroy . genuine 
economic freedom.” How like 'Mr. Bryan's — 
guage of sixteen years ago! - 

The Springfield Republican points out that 
there are in the United States 20,000 banks in- 
dependently owned and operated and engaged in 
active competition for business. It rightly de- 
clares that the conspicuous menace of these com- 
peting banks lies in excessive credits which cause 
speculation, over speculation, over loaning and 
panics. It might have added that the majority 
of them—that all national banks—unlike other 
business undertakings, are conducted under spe- 
cial laws and official supervision. : 

Gov. Wilson misrepresented the money. situa- 
tion. He has painted a vivid picture of misused 
concentrated power not warranted by facts. Why 
has he done this? Surely so able and ‘intelligent 
& man would not presume to teach the -people 
on a subject of which he is ignorant. Can he 
have any purpose save the exposition of truth 
and the direction of public thought into safe 
channels? A committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives has just been charged with the duty of 
inquiry into this important question. Such in- 
quiry should be more helpful than unsupported 
assertion. Thinking men must deplore such un- 
justified statements on the part Of Gov. Wilson. 
It is especially regrettable because unqwestion- 
ably there is a general tendency toward exag- 
geration of any public wrong—a tendency to 
yield or appeal to public clamor instead of to 
public intelligence. Some public men magnify. ex- 
isting evils and create others. They affright the 
unthinking and unintelligent with visionary 
wrongs. The hectic imaginings are purely per- 
nicious when«the public is excited over real 
abuses. There is a popular prejudice against 
great corporations and againet men controlling 
enormous financial resources who undertake 
large capitalistic enterprises. 

Mr. Bryan appealed to discontent without proof 

or feasible remedy. Then came Roosevelt with 
his ceaseless, violent denunciatory, demagogte 
clamor. And Attorney-General Wickersham 
fanned the flame with his amazing scheme to clip 
the claws of monopoly by legalizing it; stirring 
up the appalling thought that the centralized 
government at Washington should fix the prices 
of all staple commodities—presumable before 
every election, for party advantage. 
Why does Gov, Wilson add to the clamor with 
the baseless and preposterous claim of a Money 
Trust of 20,000 banks spread through 48 states? 
Is this true statesmanship? Is {s the. part of a 
man of courage, conscience and conviction? None 
realize better than he that false and futile agita- 
tion incites passioh. Only demagogues foment 
unreasonable fears and prejudices. Statesmen 
correct them with candor, 

Most of the American people are busy. They 
have neither the time nor the ‘inclination to 
gather and comprehend facts bearing upon po- 
litical and economic questions. They do not 
analyze and correlate them. They take opinions 
from men whom they trust. The responsibility 
of wise, honest guidance rests upon gifted leaders 
like Gov. Wilson. The trend toward irrational 
leadership makes it imperative that he disdain 
the appeal to the unthinking and prejudiced, and 
adhere rigidly to conscientious thought and 
truthful speech. He cannot afford to mislead. 
He should speak to enlighten, never to arouse 
passion or prejudice 

Does Gov. Wilson think that playing to the 
gallery will promote his presidential candidacy? 
Does he believe that efforts to win Mr. Bryan’s 
approval and to capture his following. will in- 
crease ‘his political strength? Is he Bryanizing 
himself?’ Is he preparing with his initiative, 
referendum and recall program and. his Money- 
Trust bugaboo to swallow Mr. Bryan's entire 
Confession of Faith? 

Is it possible that Gov... Wilson -believes such 
a course would insure the success of his. ambi- 
tion? ee one 

Could he on this cry of raention. initiative 
and recall, and of a 20 000-bank “Money, Trust,” 
carry the State of New York. and reyerse Mr. 
Taft’s unprecedented pluralfty of 202,602? Is 
it conceivable that Tilden ar Cleveland could 
have carried New York on such a platform? 

The Post-Dispatch submits these questions in a 
distinctly friendly spirit, because it feels sure 
that Gov.

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WOODROW “ WILSON’S. WILD CHARGES. 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

Many people who havé followed with approval 
and even great satisfaction and applause the 
liberal tendencies of Gov. Woodrow Wilson in 
politics may experience a slight shock at what 
was said in his Harrisburg speech of Thursday. 
We refer particularly to this passage: “The plain 
fact is that the control of credit is dangerously 
concentrated in this country. The great monopoly 
in this country is the money monopoly. So long 
as that exists our old variety and freedom and in- 
dividual energy of development are out of the 
question... A great industrial nation..is controlled 
by its system of credit. Our system of credit 
is concentrated. The growth of the nation, there- 
fore, and all our activities are in the hands of a 
few men who, even if their action be honest and 
intended for the public interest, are: necessarily 
concentrated upon the great undertakings in 
which their own money is involved, and who 
necessarily, by every reason of their own limita- 
tions, chill and check and destroy genuine ecp- 
nomic freedom. This is the greatest questiog of 
all, and to this statesmen must address themselves 
with an earnest determination, to serve the long 
future and the true liberties of men.” 

Is the control of credit in this nation “danger- 
ously concentrated,’ or is the great monopoly in 
this country a money or ‘credit monopoly? Per- 
haps there is an undue concentration of credit 
control, but judging by any other standards avail- 
able in the civiHzed world there is less of this 
concentration of power here than in almost any 
other branch of our economic or industrial life, 
and less, perhaps, than can be» found in other 
leading commercial nations, | 

There are over 7000 national banks scattered 
over the country and, with comparatively few ex- 
ceptions, the ownership of each !s independent of 
that of any other. We have double that num- 
ber of State commercial] banks and trust com- 
panies and what jis true of National bank owner- 
ship is true of them. 

That this present system of ours is or has 
been largely effective in preventing a monopoly 
of credit few, we should suppose, would be in- 
clined to deny. At all events, if what Gov. W‘l- 
fon says is true, then this independent bank sys- 
tem has been robbed of the one merit it ever 
had. 

As a matter of apparent fact, it is altogether 
too competitive: it lends itself too poorly to a 
sane control of credit; it is too wide open to the 
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“Is control of credit ae al  eoncententell 
in this country.” 
commercial banks. They are ih competition with 
each other every minute of the Gay for the ac- 
quisition of deposits and sale of “well-protected 
credits, and credits often that are not so well 
protected. They are so sharply in rivalry that 
you can hardly get a good word out of one of 
them for any other bank in town. 

More especially, no doubt, does Gov. Wilson have 
in mind the apparently all-embracing progress of 
J. P. Morgan in the control of credit at the coun- 
try’s financial center. 

This progress, particularly since th¢ ante of 
1907, has indeed. been great, and may even be 
considered alarming; but his house even today 
is many years away from having control of the 
banking power of New York City, let alone the 
banking. power of the country outside of and in- 
dependent of New York City. With all the bank 
consolidafions there and the rise of huge single 
banks and alliances wifth vast life insurance funds, 
there still remains so great a banking and credit 
competition that men gifted in going about to 
drum up bank patronage over the country com- 
mand from many of the New York banks higher 
salaries than are paid-to many of the higher offi- 
cers of the institutions. 

Morgan has been so sharply {fn competition with 

other powerful houses in his particular line of 
what we may call a credit commission business 
that the financial papers aré noting as something 
of a sensation that the name of his house ifs allied 
A with the names of one or two of his old rivals and 
competitors in the pending Chinese bond flotation. 
And these houses, !f allied today on this or some 
other proposition, may be bidding and working 
against each other tomorrow; and when acting 
together they are by no means in control or in 
monopoly of credit in New York City, let alone 
that of the whole country. , 
_ “There will be no monopoly of money or credit 
until there is a monopoly.of the country’s wealth. 
Money and credit as now eonstituted are about 
the most competitive thing to be found in all our 
business life.”

REGULATES FARE 
FOR COMMUTERS 


Government Insists on the Right 
to Control Suburban Ser- 
vices Rates. 





RULE IN NEW YORK CASE 
Decision Effects Everybody in 
Smaller Towns Close to 
Big Cities. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Proposed in- 
creases in commutation passenger fares 
by the leading railways operating in 
and out of New York City today were 
held by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to be reasonable, generally, ex- 
cept in the case of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, whose commutation rates are 
declared excessive and are ordered re- 
duced. 

Against the Pennsylvania Rallroad a 
specific order is made by the commis- 
ston requiring it to desist from exacting 
its. present commutation fares to and 
from New York City by Sept. : and for 
not less than two years thereafter. For 
a monthly 6-ride ticket between New 
York City and New Brunswick, N. J., 
the commutation fare is fixed at not to 
exceed $10 (it is now $12), and the road 
is ordered to readjust its commutatt in 
rates to and from other points in con- 
formity with that fare. 

In particular instances on ‘the Erie, 
the Lackawanna and the West Shore 
lines the commission finds that the com- 
mutation fares are excessive in that they 
exceed materially the charges of other 
the same serv- 
No order is made in respect to 
these isolated cases, however. 

_ Affects 500,000 Commuters. . 

The opinion of the commission was 
prepared by Commissioner Harlan and 
is the unanimous expression of the body. 
The case+popularly known as the ‘‘com- 
mutation rate case’’—has been before the 
cominission for more than a year. Aside 
from affecting directly nearly 500,000 
comiruters in and near New York the 
principles enunciated through the opin- 
ion are of far-reaching importance and 
they immediately concern railroads and 
commuters in every center of popula- 
tlon In the country. While the decision 
deais positively only with the commuta- 
tien situation ‘in and ahout New York, 
inferentially commutation fares from 
and to Chicago are used by the com- 
mission for comparative purposes, the 
advantage of the comparison being in 
favor of the Chicago lines. 

What is regarded as the most impor- 
tant holding of the commission from 
the viewpoint of the railways is that it 
takes full jurisdiction over all commu- 
tation rates and assumes, under exist- 
ing law, the power to regulate those 
rates, precisely as it regulates straight 
passenger fares and freight rates. The 
respondent railroads in this case denied 
the-commission’s authority to assume 
such power, maintaining that, as com- 
mutation fares were far lower than 
straight passenger fares which are con- 
ceded to be reasonable ang that, as all 
commuters were treated with absolute 
equality, the railroads’ right to adjust 
commutation rates without interference 
could not be questioned. 

Insists on Right to Regulate, 

With this view, the commission is not 
in accord. The commission admits that 
it is probably true that a carrier cannot 
be compelled to put a commutation 
service and commutation rate into op- 
eration, but Commissioner Harlan says 
‘having undertaken a definite and reg. 
ular commutation service, such as is 
shown of record on the part of each 
of the defendants in this proceeding, the 
power as well as the duty of the com- 
mission under section 1 to examine into 
the reasonableness of the charges ex- 
acted, when complaint has been made, 
sems to be beyond question.’’ 

The opinion discusses exhaustively the 
history of commutation, indicating its 
tremendous growth in the last few 
years. Admission is made that the rat!- 
roads have heen put to immense ex- 
pense in caring for the service, the rec- 
ord of the case show that the railroads 
had expended tens of millions of dol- 
lars in facilities for handling this fraf- 
fic. 

On the other hand, 
the commuters that, through the me- 
dium of commutation, large and pros- 
perous communities outside of New York 
had sprung into existence and even now 
are developing rapidly to the profit of 
the railways, not only from passenger, 
but from freight traffic. 

Other Fares Are Approved. 

The commission holds, however, that 
“the defendants are fairly entitled to 
some recognition of their expenditures 
and of the resulting improvement in 
the service’ and generally the proposed 
fares are approved except as to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and other in- 
stances mentioned. 

As to the proceeding against the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford, no ac- 
tion is taken, as the commission fias no 
adequate information. In view of the 
investigation being made by the New 
York State Commission into the commu- 
tation fares of the New York Central, 
that matter is reserved.

Julia Morton Adds Still Another 
De€oration to “Decorating 
Clementine.”’ 








URING two entire acts of ‘“Decor- 
DD ating Clementine,’ at Suburban 
Garden, Sunday evening, the 
burden of the play rested upon Hattie 
Williams, with some of the stock com- 
pany swinging slowly into a stride that 
reached its fullest speed in the _ third 
round. 

Then Julia Morton took the spotlight in 
a wonderful ‘‘creation’’ that was a com- 
posite of a Sulu chieftain’s war dress, 
a Salome costume and ae vision of 
springtime, and in this wonderful work 
of the costumer’s art—if such a thing 
may be called art—she executed a dance 
that eclipsed anything that had come 
before or was to follow. 

As a vision of Terpsichore, Julia Morton 
may not be all that is to be desired, 
but. having seen her in this ,compro- 
mise between art and grotesquery, who 
will ever think upon ‘‘Decorating Clem- 
entine’’ without remembering Miss Mor- 
ton? Incidental to the dance she did 
some very clever comedy work, but it 
was all swallowed up in the rehearsal 
act. 

Into the third act most of tHe real life 
of the comedy is crowded. In it Hat- 
tie Williams sang ‘‘Puff, Puff, Puff’’ 
and ‘‘Friends That Are Good and True”’ 
and .Philip Sheffield, who did some 
good character work as a Russian 
Count in the play, gave a Russian dance 
that was not altogether a burlesque. 
and all of the other members of the 
stock company seemed to get entirely 
into the spirit of the comedy. 

The story of ‘‘Decorating Clementine’ 
concerns a literary woman who seeks to 
win a decoration of the Cross of tne 
secion. of Honor in order to Keep it fron: 
a rival. Petty jealousies creep into the 
from every angle and from these 
all of the comedy is derived. The story 
hangs upon a rather flimsy thread, but 
at times the action is swift and the 
situations more than ordinarily amus- 
ing. In the earlier stages of the story's 
development the speeches are at times 
too long and the action too slow, but 
later as the tale is unfolded the dull- 
ness gives place to swift action. 

Some of the members of the Suburban 
company failed to get all the comedy 
out of the parts that the lines. and 
situations made possible, the usually re- 
liable Fenwick being cast in a role that 
he failed to realize in its fullness, and 
Robert Conness being much more the 
fencing chicken raiser and home '$ lover 
of the first acts than the flirting hus- 
band of the closing scene. 

Charlotte Walker, who is to be the 
star of next week’s .bill in ‘‘A Woman's 
Way,’’ saw the performance as a guest 
of the Brothers ee in one of 
the "west side boxes.
